The Dn.Ii '""'I In Its comment on the,
American note to Germany s.iys:

'America's protest to Germany Is.

worthy of Its dignity. It employs the
only language becoming a civilized, self--

respecting community which Is menaced
by marltlmo thuglsm. Its effect Is all
the greater, as President Wilson has
hitherto refrained from official com
ment on. Germany's other lapses Into
barbarism.

Conlil Itestrlct Use of rinse.
"President Wilton's concorn lest

Hrltish use of the American flag should
become habltunl Is reasonable, nnd wlljl
undoubtedly b. met In n sympathetic
spirit. Wo could readily undertake to
restrict the use of tho American flag
to cases of exceptional necessity. The
application of any sucli general under-
standing would, however, depend largcly
on tho discretion of the individual cap-
tain, partly on tho lengths to which
Germany Intends or Is able to push
her policy, and partly on whether tha
occasional use ot the Stars and Stripes
Increases or diminishes the risk of
American citizens and ships."

The Poll Mall Gazette says that It will
not be dllllcult to satisfy tho United
States In regard to the use of the flag,
and adds:

"Great Hrltaln Is acting not only In
tho national Interest hut In tho Interest
of humanity and civilization. Them
would be no danger of American ship
bolng sunk If the German craft behave
ns every usage of war dictates, and
board the ships they stop for an ex-

amination of their papers."
The paper also called attention to

tho fact that while the Washington Gov-
ernment Is making representations about
the use of the flag American passengem
are petitioning the Cunard Line to sail
under tho American flag so that they
may have Its protection,

Tho Itadlcal .Viitlon. In an editorial
written before the contents of the
American note were known, expresses
regret that the Admiralty Inclines toward
tha use ot neutral Mugs, and given
reasons thnt this should not be done.
It adds :

"Wo may be quite aura that tho last
target German submarines will seek
will be the great Atlantic liners.

No Cause for Complnlnt,
The Daily Chronicle says that so far

as can be Judged from the cabled sum-
maries there Is no causa for complaint
ns to the character of tho American note
to Great Hrltaln. Its nnxlous solicitude
for the uso of the American flag Is
natural enough. The paper thinks that
the strong remonstrance to Germany
from tho greatest neutral nation may
have ft chastening effect.

The Daily .Vetcs nm! Lender says no.
reasonable man can find fault with tho
spirit and terms of either noto. Both
are conciliatory and cordial, but nover-thcle--

definite, "It may be res;rotted,"
sayB this paper, "that President Wilson
did not Include n protest against tha
llltcal character of Germany's threat-
ened procedure and Its monstrous Inhu-
manity, but ho presumably felt that thttt
side of the question could bo left to
American public opinion.

It was naturally inevitable that
Washington would view the Hrltish use
of the flag with anxiety, but no claim
to n general uso of the tlar has been
advanced by any neutral. The Admiralty
contemplated Its use only In cases such
as the Laertes Incident. The expedient
